Hein building was destroyed by fire. 

The resolution read, in substance, 
as follows: 

"The cili/cns and officials of the 
City of Waukegan are indebted to you 
and are grateful for the help you ijavc 
us inextinguishing the fire at the Hein 
store on Dec 16th. Your willing co- 
operation will riot be soon forgotten." 
— signed, Tom McNamara, fire chief; 
Grank G. Walliii, mayor. 

"Most sincere thanks and apprecia- 
tion to the squad for splendid ser- 
vices on behalf of the Waukegan com- 
munity in time of crisis." 

The Chamber of Commerce resolu- 
tion was adopted at a special meeting 
of that organization Dec. 20. 

Capt. Holbek, recently appointed 
Lake County chairman of the Red 
Cross disaster relief committee, 
served in a double capacity at the 
fire. , 

Besides "standing by" with the res- 
cue squad to give immediate first aid 
In the event it should be needed, as 
chairman of the disaster relief com- 
mittee he summoned the Waukegan 
Red Cross Women's Canteen corps. 
The corps served sandwiches and hot 
coffee to th._' firemen of seven fire de- 
partments who manned their Ice- 
covered trucks for hours battling the 
blaze, .and to the emergency police 
patrols, and was highly commended 
for Its efTiciency, Holbek reports. 

Also present to aid in this work 
was Holbck*s assistant chairman, 
Paul Doolen, Waukegan attorney who 
served as chairman last year. 

Since it was first organized in the 
autumn of 1938, the Antioch Rescue 
squad's work in accident prevention 
and emergency first aid has created 
goodwill in neighboring communities 
and has more than once been credited 
by physicians with saving the life of 
victims of accidents or sudden Illness- 
es. It has served as the inspiration 
for the founding of similar squads 
which are being built up in other 
communities.

The confiagration that lighted the 
skies over Antioch last evening was 
just the Antioch fire department re- 
versing matters for once and starting 
a fire instead of putting one out. 
Impressed with the damage done by 
fires at Round Lake and in other lo- 
calities during the past few days» 
Chief L. R. Van Patten and his men 
decided to burn the slough between 
the village and the Soo Line railroad 
tracks as a precaution. 

A force of 10 men was on hand to 
patrol the slough and control the di- 
rection of the fire and back-fires. 
Some difficulty was encountered in 
getting it to burn up freely at first» 
because of the heavy dew, but when 
the blaze finally caught hold In the 
shoulder-high grass and weeds, the 
line of names and the reflection in 
the sky made a spectacular display 
appreciated by a number of onlookers 
attracted to Depot street between 8:30 
and 9 o'clock. 

Yesterday afternoon at 4:45 o'clock 
the Antioch department was sum- 
moned to the Tillotson farm corners, 
where a big slough fire endangered 
the Pikeville school and two farm 
buildings.

Settletneut Sou^iht 

' Declaring a railroad strike would 
be a serious blow to the conduct of 
the war, President Roosevelt busied 
himself seeking settlement of a 
wage dispute involving 1, -150.000 rail 
emplovees who threatened lo walk 
out December 30 unless their de- 
mands wore satisfied.
